Joseph F. St. Clair Comes From New 
York to Regain His Child. 


THE REMARKABLE CAREER OF THE 
MOTHER OF THE GIRL. 


A Daughter of a Prominent and Respected 
Citizen of Hannibal, Mo., She Em- 
barks in a Life of Shame in Her Native 
City and Afterwards Visits New York 
and Marries a Dry Goods Merchant— 
Deserting Her Husband, She Returns 
to Hannibal and Her Former Life—She 
Was Sentenced to the Penitentiary and 
Placed Her Daughter in the House of 
Good Shepherd Here—Her Ruse to Get 
the Child Out Again. 


Attorney Edward Garesche filed an applica- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus to-day which 
developed a most remarkable story. The pe- 
titioner in the case is Mr. Joseph F, St. 
Clair, a . dry goods merchant of 
New York, who its at present stopping 
atthe Laclede Hotel, having arrived from 
New York yesterday, in quest of his 7-year- 
old daughter, who was taken from him by 
her mother in New York about four years 
ago. He has since been in search of the little 
one and beheld her for: the first 
time yesterday when he also met 
face to face, the mother of the child for the 
Mmrst time since she left him. 

The history of the case, as related by the 
plaintiff, reads like a novel romance. The 
child’s mother, who is well-known in Hanni- 
bal, Mo., by the name of Dora Hunter, isa 
handsome woman of about 40. She is the 
daughter of John P. McMillin, a well-known 
lawyer of Hannibal, Mrs. St. Clair’s maiden 
name was Annie Adele Medora McMillin. 
The family became scattered during the war. 
The father died and a brother went in 
the army, and Mrs. McMillin left the 
place. Annie, the daughter, returned 
to liannibala strikingly handsome woman. 
The friends of her early youth, however, 
were saddened and shocked tosoon learn 
that she was not a fit person to as- 
sociate with. Her father though of limited 
means was a respectable member of society 
and a Sunday-school teacher in the Episcopal 
Church, The young woman threw off all re- 
straint and led a dissolute life under the 
name of Dora Hunter. Shedisappeared after 
some time and was gone for some years, 
when she returned accompanied by a ittle 
girl abouts years oid, which Is tue child 
about whom the sult forawritof habeas 
corpus was brought to-day. 

SHE WEXT TO NEW YORK. 
leaving Hannibal the woman had

to her marriage nothing fs known, as Mr. St. 
Clair refuses to discuss the matter further 
than to say that he married her, being capti- 
vated by her beauty and hbeliev- 
ing her to be virtuous.

trace by which she could be followed. Her 
husband thought she went to Texas. She 
returned, however, to Hannibal, and opened 

a disreputable resort. 

St. Clair, after his wife left him, bent his 
endeavors to locate her and the chiid, but for 
two years he was unsuccessiul. One day in 
1890 in glancing over apaperhesaw an ac- 
count of where Dora Hunter was sentenced 
to the penitentiary for two years for 
enticing a female .under age into an 
immoralresort. The same article said that 
the woman had left a chiid, a little girl, 
which had beconie a waif on the town, as no 
one would have anything to» do with it, 
and that the litte one had been 
taken in charge by the wite of Liman 
P. Munger, Secrorary of the ilannibal Lime 
ve and placed in the Home of the rriend- 
es > 

The age of the child corresponded to that 
of his last daughter, and St. Clair says he 
remembered for the first time that he had 
heard his wife speak of Hannibal. He wioteto 
Mr. » unger making Known the factof his 
wife’s desertion, and his suspicions that 
**Dora Hunter’’ and she were the same. ‘The 
matter was investigated andali doubt re- 
moved, Mrs, St. Clair had stated on her re- 
turn, itis alleged, that she had been imar- 
ried, but that her husband was dead. 

SENT TO THE PENITENTIARY. 

On her return to Hannibal her conduct was 
euch that the inhabitants determined to get 
rid of her. .A case was proven where she 
had taken Ina girlofis years to her place, 
and she was indicted, and convicted anda 
sentenced totwo years in ithe Penitentiary.

Is SUING FOR DIVORCE. 

St. Clairhas a suit for divorce pending 
against his wife in New York, which will be 
tried next month. He was walting until 
he could obtain a divorce be- 
fore comin his daughter, in 
order to bring witb him the order of the New 
York court giving him the custody of the 
child. Learning that there was imminent 
danger of his wife getting the child he pro- 
cured letters to prove his position and came 
on. 

The writ of habeas corpus was presented 
before Judge Klein this morning, and he 
made an alternative order returnable at 2 p. 
m. Inthe writ Mother St. Bernard, Provin- 
cial ofthe House of Good Shepherd, was cited 
to produce the child in court.

PROVIDENCE, R, I., Oct. 7.—Maggie Keat- 
ing, a domestic employed atthe Franklin 
Street House, wasfound deadin bed at 5 
o’clock this morning. On the floor of the 
same room were found Alice Donovan and 
Julfa Leahan, unconscious. The room was 
full of gas that was pouring out of the burner 


in the room. The alarm was given, the 
girls removed from the room and efforts 
made toresuscitate them, but the Keating 
girl was beyond aid. The other girls showed 
signs of recovering and were removed 
to the hospital. They have not 
yet sufficiently recovered to tell 
their story. The Donovan and Leahan 
girls retired at 9 o’clock last evening, and 
about an hour later Maggie Keating went up 
stairs to bed. What happened after that 
novody is able to tell, but the supposition is 
that Miss Keating, who has been in this 
country but five months, either blew out the 
gas or did not turn it completely off.

Engagement.

THE FRENCH. FORCES! OCCUPY THE 
SAVAGE STRONGHOLD. 


Many Dead Left Upon the Field by the 
Vanquished Army~—uruslty to Ani- 
mals the Marked Feature of the Inter- 
national Race—Rapid Transit to Mex- 
ico-—Foreign News. 


PARIS, Oct. 7,—Col. Dodd, the commander 
of the French forces operating against King 
Behanzin of Dahomey, has telegraphed to 
the Minister of Marine giving an account ofa 
battle between his command and the Daho- 
meyanes on Oct.4, The dispatches announced 
yesterday that VUol. Dodd) had crossed the 
River OQueme on Sunday last and had en- 
camped in the face of the ehemy. The French 
were then making preparations to attack the 
natives. Col. Dodd states in his official dis- 
patch that the attack was made on Tuesday, 
Oct. 4. The day preceding |jwas entirely de- 
voted to openinga road through the forest 
surrounding Gabede, the place where the en- 
gagement took place, and the French were 
thus enabled to executea@a flank movement 
against the nativesand deploy their forces 
before the Dahomeyans were able to attack 
them.’ The natives occupiefl a strong posi- 
tion and a desperate fight followed the at- 
tack by the French. A thi¢dk bushwood sur- 
rounded the Dahomeyans’ position, and this 
afforded some protection to the attacking 
forces. 

The battle lasted for an hour, at the end of 
which time the Dahomeyang fled in disorder 
and were pursued by the French. The na 
tives, however, were thoroughly familiar 
with the country and found /ittle difficulty in 
making their escape, but few of them falling 
captives to their pursuers. 

During the fight five Europeans and three 
Senegalese were killed, ahd twenty-three 
Europeans and thirteen natives wounded. 
The enemy’s loss is unknown, but they left 
on the fleld 200 dead, indluding twenty of 
King Behanzin’s famous Amazons. These 
bodies were all ccunted within ten yards of 
the French lines. A judgment can thus be 
formed ofthe bravery with)which the Daho- 
meyansfight.

CRUEL TREATMENT OF THE HORSES CAUSES A 
REACTION, 


VIENNA, Oct. 7.—The excitement here was 
at an intense pitch until the time expired in 
which Lieut. Reitzenstein could beat Count 
Starhemberg. His reception was enthusias- 
tic, but the sightof his poor horse reeling 
deadas he trotted past the post bleeding 
from his fanks, where he had been stabbed 
ahundred times with the spurs’ and from 
welts inficted by the whip began to have an 
effect, and a feeling of embarrassment is 
gaining ground which mars the pleasure felt 
at the extraordinary achievements of the 
riders. The question is repeated whether

QUARANTINE RULES DRIVES A STEAMSHIP COM~ 
PANY OUT OF BUSINESS. 


MONTREAL, Oct. 7.—The ridiculous quaran- 
tine regulations instituted here by the Cen- 
tral Board of Health at the time of the chol- 
era scare have resulted in one steamship 
company withdrawing its business from 
Mcntreal. The steamships from the Ham- 
burg-American Packet OCo.,running between 
Montreal, Hamburg and Antwerp, have been 
retired from the St. Lawrence route, and for 
the remainder of the season of navigation 
willtradeto Boston. Only one more boat 
will arrive here. The company say that in 
view of the arbitrary action of the Provincial 
Health Board, they had no other course to 
pursue, but to take their boatsto an Amert- 
can port where they would not be subjected 
to the petty restrictions they have met with 
here. The boats have Deen put toa great 
deal of loss and inconvenience without just 
reason, 

Canadian merchants who have made con- 
tracts with the Hamburg-American Packet 
Co. will not be compelled to bring their 
goods in via the United States ports, and the 
result will be that the trade Canada loses 
will be gainea by the United States. The 
loss to the port of Montreal will be consider- 
able, and the loss will likely be permanent, 
as the trade once diverted fromthe Sst. Law- 
rence route is not likely to return. 

A statement has been received at the De- 
partment of Marine showing thatthe Rus- 
sian cruisers operating in the Behring Sea 
have captured ten Canadian sealing schoon- 
ers, valued at $76,000, and on one 900 sealskins 
worth $10 each. 

The pilot of the steamship Steinhoft, which 
has arrived, states that all the cattle of the 
steamer State of Georgia are dying and dead 
on the beach or floating down the river. They 
will be a total loss to shippers.

PASSING THE PLATE. 

Theexact meaning of the little plate has 
been misunderstood since its appearance in 
the East. Itis symbolic in character, and is 
intended to convey a gentle hint 
that the League are out after 
the ‘‘tin.’’ The fact that it is tbe 
size of a dollar is also suggestive. Whenthe 
plates made thelr appearance in the East 
the true inwardness of the thing was not 
grasped. It did not dawn on the Eastern 
political wiseacres that the League was 
simply passing around the plate. A plate too, 
which tn form and substance’ was at once an 
imitation anda suggestion. 


WORKING IT OFF ON CHILDREN. 


General Secrefary Wakeman in his anxiety 
to getthe plates in general circulation hit 
upon tie plan of distributing them among 
the school children. The New York Heraid in 
referring tothe matter says: ‘*The school 
children in this city and throughout the 
country are being used by political schemers 
to further the interests of the Republian par- 
ty. Thousands of miniature American tin 
plates are peing distributed here among the 
childrenin the hope thatthe Democratic 
Fathers of someofthem may be converted 
and induced to vote the Republican ticket.

The crime for which Willlams suffered wag 
the killing of Mayor Henneman of Spartan- 
burg, and Mildred Brown, who is only 4 
years old, forthe murder of a baby because 
its father upbraided her for a small offense.

TAMMANY’S TASK, 


HARD WORK TO SECURE A CANDIDATE FOR 
MAYOR OF NEW YORK. 


New York, Oct. 2.—Tammany Hall seems 
to have found a dificult taskin the work of 
seeking fora candidate forthe mayoralty of 
New York. Mr. Croker, it is said, does not 
desire the nomination of a candidate who 
might cost the Democratic national ticketa 
single vote, Mayor Grant could undoubtedly 
have the nomination if he wanted it, but he 
seems to have made uphis mind not to ac- 
cept the nomination, 

Congressman Fitchis looked upon favor- 
ably by severalinfiluential Tammany leaders 
as a candidate for the office. Another name 


mentioned is that of F. Henry Dugro of the 
Superior Court, but friends of the Judge say 
he would decline the nomination if it was 
offered him. Rumor hasit that Judge Leon- 
ard A. Glegrich of the Court of Common 
Pieas is on the Tammany slate for Mayor, but 
persons who ought to know say he will be re- 
nominated for Judge, as the place he is fill- 
ingonthe bench is a ‘‘vacancy’’ one, and 
his successor is to be elected in November. 

Commissioner of Public Works Thomas F. 
Gilroy, it is asserted, would poll the solid 
Tammany Hall vote from the Battery to the 
Bronx, but the Commissioner himself says: 
‘*‘lam not a candidate, so that setties it.’’ 

Among the other names mentioned for the 
Tammany nomination for Mayor are ex- 
Assemblyman Charlies W. Dayton, John V. 
Arnold, President of the Board of Aldermen, 
Hermann Ridder, editor of the Staats- Zeitung, 
ex-Comptroller Edward V. Loewe, William 
Steinway and ex-Judge Toppen, 

As forthe Republican nomination for the 
Mayoralty, friends of Banker Henry Clews 
say he might be induced to accept the nomi- 
nation.

Cornelius N. Bliss and 
William Brookfield both say they would de- 
cline a nomination. 


FUSION IN MONTANA. 


DEMOCRATS AND POPULISTS TO UNITE ON PRES- 
IDENTIAL ELECTORS. 


HELENA, Monht,., Oct. 7.—Fur days stories of 
fusion between Democrats and the People’s 
party have been quietly circulated in Mon- 
tana. The fusion, from all that can be 
learned, relates solely to the presidential 
electors and looks tothe withdrawal of the 
Cleveland electors and indorsement of the 
Weaver men by the Democrats. A man 
closely identified with the National Demo- 
cratic Committee wasin Helena a few days 


ago and discussed the question witha few 
prominent Democrats.

It would certainly mean, they say, 
that Democrats would lose the hoid they now 
have in the State and instead of resulting in 
a victory forthe Weaver electors would re- 
sult in advantage to Harrison.

Secretary Foster’s Efforts to Keep the 
National Pot Boiling. 


SKILLFUL BOOK-KEEPING FIXES THE 
BALANCE RIGHT, 


——_ 


The Country Is Still Hard Up, But In. 
creased Customs’ Receipts Keen It Out 
of Bankruptcy—Efiects of the Mo- 
Kinley Bill—The Pension Roll Sweeps 
Out the Money. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 7.—Secretary 
Foster of the Treasury Department is 
breathing easier than Ne has at any 
time since the adjournment of the Dillion 
dollar Congress, ayearanda half ago. ‘The 
prospect of getting through another fiscal 
year without putting on new taxes or bor- 
rowing money to run the Government !s 
brighter than for many months. The very 
thing which the McKinley act was passed to 
prevent, the increase in imports of merctian- 
dise, is what Is giving the Secretary hope. 

For many months after the McKinley bill 
had been puton the statute books imports 
declined and customs receipts fell off under 
the influence of high duties. But the fre- 
bound has come and proved again that the 
laws of trade are even stronger than those of 
a Republican Congress. 

The customs receipts for September 
Jumped from $14,120,940, in 1891, to $17,209,947 
this yearand the receipts for the quarter 
ending Sept. 80 increased $9,000,000 and made 
those for the last quarter a round $100,000, 000. 
This may not mean $400,090,000 for the year, 
butinthe opinion of the Treasury experts 
it means a close approach to that 
figure, and it apparently means enough to 
keep the Treasury from a deficit before July 
1, next. The expenditures for thie last quar- 
ter were $98,247,985, but except in the item of 
pensions they were Kept below the figures of 
ayear ago. The Treasury Department Is 
now dealing with the appropriations made at 
the last session of the Democratic Congress, 
instead of the more liberal appropriations 
voted by Mr. Reed’s Congress, which were 
the basis of expenditures upto June 30, last. 

The pension expenditures continue to be 
the cloud on the horizon, and instead of be- 
ing not bigser than a man’s hand they are as 
big as half a million hands reaching out for 
the bounty of the nation. The expenditures 
for pensions during the last quarter were 
$40,267,574, which indicates a total of $16),- 
Yoo ,000 for the year. 

The House of Representatives originally 
proposed to appropriate only $135,000,000. 
The Senate raised it to $147,009,000, but It is 
evident that a deficiency Of at least $13,009,- 
000 will have to be covered at the short ses- 
Sion this winter. Ove hundred and sixty 
millions for pensions will just about absorb 
the entire receipts from internal reventie and 
leave the government to be run on the cus- 
toms receipts. 

These would have beeninsufficient if the 
Mchinley bili had accomplished its purposes, 
but Secretary Foster has reason to felicitate 
himself that it has failed. 

The customs receipts for the year will prob- 
ably exceed his estimate by $19,000,000 and 
reach a total of $205,000,000, The net cash bal- 
ance when the appropriations of Mr. Reed’s 
Congress expired, on June 40, was $6,632,377. 
It has now been pulled up to $31,895,918, 

The actual situation is even better than 
this difference would .indicate, for the items 
of money In the banks and In worn-out silver 
have been reduced, with a corresponding in- 
crease in the money which is right under the 
Secretary’s hand for immediate use. 

These twoitems footed up about $27,409,000 
on June 80, while they have now been re- 
duced to .$24.000,000. The margin of free 
money on the books is now, therefore, near- 
ly $8,000,000, where a little while ago it was 
less than nothing. : 

The balance is amatter of book-keeping 
and there are other sums in the Treasury set 
avainst demand Habilities, which kept the 
‘Treasury from practical bankruptey. It was 
as if a man owed for his rent, but was able 
to use a part of the money because his land- 
lord was good-natured enough not to drop in 
and ask for it.

THE ‘‘ENGLISH ESTATE’’ FRAUD WORKED ON A 
TEXAN, F 

WASHINGTON, D, C., Oct. 7.—The Post-office 
Department has of late received many com- 
plaints from citizens in different parts of the 
country against persons representing them- 
selves as agents of the British .Government 
in search of residents of the United States of 
English ancestry, and deluding them into the 
bellef that vast estates await them in En- 
gland. These so-called agents demand from 
the gulliblea certain amountof the money 
and a power of attorney. The latest case 


run down by the Post-office Inspectors was 
that of a resident of Egan, Tex., who furn- 
ished the officers with the papers 
he had received from a@ man who gave his 
name as Joseph Leger of the Dominion Bu- 
reau, 415 Eighthavenue, New York. Leger 
agreed to secure for the Texan the estate in 
Engiand left by his great-grandfather, and 
furnished bim with a bogus certificate bear- 
ing what_ purported to be the sealof the 
Court in Chancery confirming his titie to the 
estate, and stating that ‘‘Joseph Leger, now 
in America, ts commanded to notify the in- 
terested party, and after receiving the tax 
on legacies and bequests, toissue possession 
papers and report the same to thecourt.’’ 
‘Yhis pretended certifirate is signed by Dé 
Longue, Chancellor, The amount demanded 
by Leger was $35. Acting under this infor- 
mation Postmaster-General Wanamaker at 
once gave orders not todeliver registered 
mail addressed to Leger or the Dominion 
Bureau at New York. it is said that Leger 
must have been advised that the inspectors 
were on the lookout for him, as he has not 
been at his address since. A large number of 
registered letters and packages have accu- 
mulated in the New York Post-office awaiting 
disposition.

BALTIMORE, MD., Oct. 7.—The third day of 
the Episcopal General Convention at Eman- 
uel Church opened this morning with devo. 
tional exercises, which were well attended 
by members of both houses. The bodies then ayes — 
separated. After some routine business the A- fOr ay 
bishops and deputies again met together as a 
Board of Missions, at which the misslonary 
bishops gave an account of their work, The 
revision of the prayer book will 
agein be taken up in the House 
of Deputies to-day, and the 
changes recommended by the committees 


acted upon. There are still thirty-eight of 
them to be passed upon by this body. These 
propositions cannot. be amended in the 
slightest particular, The present convention 
can simply accept or reject them. This mat- 
ter has been before every convention since 
1870, and-it is Rev. Dr, Huntington of: New 
York to whom the Church is indebted for this 
movement for eS eo revision, and for 
the progress which has been made thus far 
inthis work. After working on the liturgy 
for fifteen years the convention shows a 
stron desire to conclude the work. Dr, 
Huntington expects that before the end of 
the convention he will be able to lay upon the 
President’s table the standard prayer- book 
for 1892, 

After the reading of the minutes of the 
meetings of yesterday by Secretary Hutchins, 
Dr. Dix announced that the house was ready 
for the reception of memorials and petitions 

Dr. Tatlock, Secretary of the House o 
Bishops, approached with a message from 
the bishops. Rev. John Williams of Nebraska 
objected to the reading of the message refer- 
ring to the number of the proposed changés 
which had been adopted by the House of 
Bishops. Mr. Willlams stated that his rea- 
son for ratsing the point was to render the 
action of the lower house entirely independ- 
ent from that of the House of Bishops.

EVIDENTLY TRYING TO SHIELD 


THE BOY 
| OTHERS ABOVE HIM. 


He Declines to Tell Where He Got the $12 

Which Belonged to Antonio Marshall 

_ or to Discuss the Conspiracy Which He 

Arranged With Young Heimann—An 

Incident Which Shows Padberg as an 
Apt Pupil of the Push. 


The burden of suspicion in the Marshall re- 
mit case has been shifted on to the shoulders 
of Page Padberg of the Mayor’s Office, and 
Page Pedberg seems content to bear it in si- 
Jence. 

It is neither a light burden nor a very re- 
gpectable one. Somebody,under the ‘*blind’’ 
‘bf the mysterious Thomas E. Smith, tried to 
steal the $12 that Widow Sutton had paid into 
the Carondelet Police Court for account of 
ber brother, Antoine Marshall. The scheme 
fell through by a most unexpected mis- 
chance; the Post-DisPaTCH exposed it, and 
the attempted steal became a public story. 

So plain was itin its ugly significance, and 
s0 dangerous toits perpetrators, that it was 
imperative the $12 stolen from Antoine Mar- 
phall should. be returned. The money was 
returned and as the case stands now Page 
Padberg, and not ‘‘Thos,. E. Smith,’’ was the 
person in whose pockets it had rested until 
exposure of the steal and Marshali’s threats 
of legal action forced its disgorging. 

_ If Page Padbergis notthe one who was to 
benefit by the ‘‘Marshall remit’’ steal, if he 
is actingas the tool in the hands of some 
older and more powerful member of ‘*‘de 
push,’’ the boy is under orders not to betray 
his principal and is afraid to disobey those 
orders. He is, in consequence, forced to as- 
sume the responsibility for the crooked trans- 
action. 

Should the City. Council decide to tnvesti- 
gate the matter, which is now most likely, 
there would be at the outset but one course 
to pursue. This would be to place Page Pad- 
berg on the stand for the most rigid cross- 
examination as the person from whom 
came the $12 for restitution to Marsball after 
the exposure of the scheme to stealthat $12. 

lf respect for public opinion shouid lead 
thé Mayor to select a victim for punishment, 
and thus make a pretense of: relieving his 
office of the odium of the Marshall remit deal, 
which now rests solely and entirely upon the 
Mayor’s office, Page Padberg would have to 
be that victim. 

Phe Post-DIsPpaTcn yesterday told in de- 
tail all the facts again, centralizing the 
malodorous affairin the Mayor’s office. It 
masa ‘‘iongery’’ over whicn the story had 
to be followed. It led from the Mayor’s 
office to the Wild Hunter’s, and then from 
tne Wild Hunter’s back tothe Mayor’s office 
again.

The Mayor’s page, whether acting under 
under orders or not, is a worthy apprentice 
tothe ancient and honorabie guildof ‘‘de 
push.’’ He found little Henry Heimann fora 
decoy pigeon, loaded the boy up with a story 
fuil of false statements and fictitious names, 
sent himtothe Mayor’s office toreturo the 
Marshal $12 andthen himself played pro- 
foundly innocent ofthe whole transaction. 
When little Henry Heimann appeared before 
Sergt. McGrew, so sign of recognition passed 
between him and Page Padberg, 
who had brought him from _=«—s the 
Wild Hunter’s that very morning. When 
Henry Heimann began to tell his story, Page 
Padberg listened with as mucb attention as 
though he kad not himself concocted the 
story. The scheme would have beena glit- 
tering success had not Henry Heimann, 
frightened, used his uncle’s name instead of 
the fictitious name with which Page Padberg 
had supplied him. After Heimann left the 
Mayor’s office, Page Padberg discussed the 
mystery surrounding the return of the 
Marshall remit withan air almost childlike 
in its wonderment. He stated toa Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter that the boy had ap- 
peared badly scared, and thatit was piainly 
evident his story had been drilledinto him by 
some one. 

The next development was that Page Pad- 
berg was the *‘some one’’ who had drilled 
the story into little Henry Heimann. The de- 
tails of this new development were fully 
told in yesterday’s PoOSsT- DISPATCH.

Admiral Walker’s Warships Protecting 
Americans—His Surgeons Cared for 
the Wounded During the Recent 
Battles—Crespo Continues to Be Vio- 
torious. 


La GUAYRA, Oct. 7.—Excitement runs high 
in La Guayra. United States Consul Hanna 
has been fired at from the guns ofthe Vene- 
zuela warships while ona visit to Macutoina 
private boat. Fortunately the United States 
consular representative was not struck. The 
Government gunboats steamed overto the 
town, which has been oceupied by the 
Legatists for some time, and opened fire with 
their heaviest ordnance. The Legatists 
could not stand the shelling ard soon evacu- 
ated the town, which then fell into posses- 
sion of the Government troops. During the 
bombardment United States Consul Hanna 
went to the scene of the fight in his naphtha 
launch, and it was then that shots were fired 
at him from the Government ships. 

Macuto has been the scene of several san- 
guinary engagements, which have ended in 
the defeat of the Government forces by 
Crespists. 

The surgeons of our navy rendered good 
service during the fights in giving their at- 
tention to the wounded. Considerable 
courage was exhibited by them in the exer- 
cise of their charitable mission, as they were 
placed in a most dangerous position. 

Public feeling now runs strongly against 
the United States. The three United States 
warships now here, the Chicago, Concord 
and Kearsarge, are strong enough to protect 
all American interests, and if need be can 
easily blow the Venezuelan fleet out of water 
and silence any fort along the coast.

EGAN’S DEFENSE, 


THE MINISTER TO CHILI EXPLAINS HIS COURSE 
DURING THE RECENT CONTROVERSY. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 7.—Minister 
Patrick Egan has ayived from Chill. Speak- 
ing of affairs in that country, Jir. Egan sald: 

‘*I have brought with mea treaty provid- 
ing for the submission of all claims pending 
between the United States and Chill to a 
tribunal of arbitration, which is to sit in 
Washington. -Many of those claims have 
their origin in the Chili-Peruvian war, which 
injured American citizens, while others date 
back to the Montt revolutions of 1852 and 1858. 
The commission for arbitration !tsto bethree- 
headed. The Presicent of the United States 
selects one, the President of Chili another 
and the two Presidents jointly the third; but 
ifatthe end of a certain period the two 
Presidents are unable to agree on a third 
commissioner, the selection to be left to the 
President of Switzerland. I shall go home to 
Nebraska to vote. Ishalibe back in Santiago 
by the end of December. 

‘ir. Egan was asked what he hadtosay of 
the charges made in the Dr. Trumbull letter 
to Congressman NWilllam Breckinridge and of 
his alleged great unpopularity in Chili,

{he Jewish Feast of the Tabe rnacles—A 
Service of the Dead. 

The great Jewish religious festivals are not 
yetended. Yom Kippur, or the Feast of the 
Atonement, the most solemn and important, 
was celebrated last Saturday, and Rosh ha 
Shono, or New Year’s, occurred eight days 
before, Yesterday was the Feast of the 
Tabernacles, also called the Feast of the 
Booths or Tents, and the day was observed 
with appropriate services in all the Jewish 
shrines of the city. The Feast 
of Tabernacles has its authority 


or its reason for existence in these words 
from the Old Testament: ‘‘Forin tentsI have 
caused your fathers to live, when I brought 
them out of the land of Egypt.’’ The feast 
celebrated yesterday commemorates this 
tragic epoch in the history of the Jewish 
people, and is of scripturalorigin. In many 
of the odox temples the sacred 
text is given a literal interpre- 
tation, and small tents or booths are 
erected inthe temple in which the faithfu 
dwell fora time, in {mitation of their ances- 
tors after the hegira from the land of the 
Pharaohs. Many Jews wear, on the Feast of 
the Tabernacies, the festival nosegay, com- 
posed of branches of palm, myrtle, willow- 
on-the-brook andia kind of citron, termed 
in Hebrew essrog. These arboreal species 
are representative of the charac- 
ter of the foliage froit culti- 
vated by the ews in Palestine 
who were an agricultural people. The Feast 
of Tabernacles thus resembles the Harvest 
Home of modern days. The Feast of the 
Tabernacles is the first day of the Holy Con- 
vocation, which ends next Thursday, which 
is, therefore, called the Feast of Conclusion, 
Orthodox Jews whose principal house of 
worship in this city is the United Hebrew 
Tempie, Twenty-firstand Olive streets, in- 
clude to-day in the celebration of the Feast 
of Tabernacles, and hence services were held 
in orthodox churches to-day.

First Note of Discord in the Coming 
Celebration—Descendants of Colum- 
bus Invited to America—Dormitories 
for Poor Women to Be Erected—Pas- 
senger Agents Discussing Rates. 


CHICAGO, Il],, Oct. 7.—A demonstration of 
workingmen the day preceding that set for 
the World’s Fair dedicatory exercises is said 
to be among the probabilities. This is {n con- 
sequence of the decision to close the gates on 
Oct. 21, against all who do not hold invita- 
tions and tickets of admission. Several of 
the labor organizations have received invi 
tions to participate in the parade, but they 
have declined them. This declination,so the 
labor men say, isnot to be looked upon in 
the light of an insultto the committee that 
tendered them, but rather as conveying the 
feeling of Chicago’s vast army of organized 
workmen toward the Columbian Exposition. 
The latest move, that to have a separate 
parade, and to hold it one day earlier than 
the regular affair, has been agitated for the 
last three or four days, and the proposition, 
it is said, has met with favor on every hand, 

A powerful agency, itis asserted, has been 
at work to keep these men from doing any- 
thing that would place organized labor in an 
antagonistic light onthe day of the dedica- 
tion, inside and outside the organizations, 
but the efforts have proved futile, and those 
who are responsible for the separate parade 
agitation assert that when the matter is 
once brought officially before the labor 
organizations ofthe city they will be only 
too willing to lend their assistance.

BAD AS EVER, 


No Evidence of Reform in the St. 
Louis School Board. 


Statements of Officers Show the Gross- 
est Mismanagement. 


SCANDALOUSLY LARGE REPAIRS BILLS 
NOT SATISFACTORILY EXPLAINED. 


Important Work Given Out Without Esti- 
mates As to Cost, and No Investigation 
Made as to Work Doneé—Superinten- 
dent Singleton’s Astonishing Admis- 
sions—How the Funds of the School 
Board Were Recklessiy Disbursed. — 


The report of the Examining Committee o- 
the Schooi Board for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1892, which was published in yester- 
day’s Post- DisPaTcH, shows that the present 
School Board is entitled tothe palm overall 
of its predecessouis in the reckless manner of 
expenditures of the city’s funds set aside 
for school purposes. 

The Superindenr’ of Construction and Re- 
pairs,Mr. B.R.Singleton states that $2.000 per 
month should besufficient fot ordinary re- 
pairs during the ten months of the year 
while the schools are in _ session, yet 
during a period of eight 
of these months last year, 
the Examining Committee shows that 67,000 
were expended. Froma total of £51,009 ex- 
pended in this line in 1890 there was a jump 
last year to $122,417. Im other words, follow. 
ing Mr... Singleton’s figures, it took over 
$100, 000 to put the schools in 
repair during the summer vacation of 
1891, when during the preceding year 
$71,000 had been expended for the same pur- 
pose. The present Building Committee 
vlaims that during the six months of the Ad- 
ministration it has only spent about $40,000 of 
this $122,417—but when it is taken into con- 
sideration that this amount does not include 
the work contracted for last July, the bills 
for which are not yet In, the prospect Is that 
the grand total for the present year will sur- 
pass that of last year. 

HOW THEIR BUSINESS IS TRANSACTED. 

The Building Committee of the School 
Board certainly have methods of transacting 
business that would not betoleratedin any 
weli-conducted business establistiment. Each 
ofthe seven members of the committee has 
his own district, and so far as the re- 
pairs in that district are concerned he 
is the sole lord and master. 
He makes his tour of inspection and orders 
such work to be done on any of the schools as 
he may think necessary. The approval of 
the Superintendent of Construction and 
Repairs ts supposed to accompany these 
orders and as a rule it does—no obstacle 
being found from this source, Ifthe amount 
of work to be done is less than $100, the 
director selects his man and the Obill 
when presented is duly honored 
and paid. If it exceeds $10 #£=and 
is less than $1,000, he goes out and 
gets three bids on it, which are sent In to the 
chairman of the committee. These bids 
may be bona fide ones or may be 
trumped up to’ suit the occasion. There is 
no investigation made and on motion the 
lowest bid of the three Is accepted, the work 
ordered and the bill paid whea presented. 
Imagine the Board of Public Improvements 
of the city of st. Louls transacting busiuess 
in this way. The Bullding Committee 
does not make an estimate of the 
cost of the wora to be done, but accepts the 
one made by the member from that district 
without Inquiry or investigation. 

W hen work is to be done which amounts to 
more than $1,000 the rule of the Board re- 
quires that advertisements for bids for the 
same shali be inserted in the daliy papers. 

This rule, like all the others, is more hon- 
ored ‘‘in the breach than in the oDserv- 
ance.’’ Mr. B, R. Singleton, the superin- 
tendent of construction and repairs, was 
seen in his office this morning in the Poly- 
technic building In company with Mr, Blair, 
the chairman of thecommittee. Mr. Blair 
was as!.ed regarding the rules governing the 
committee in ordering repairs and gave them 
substantially as above. 

‘*When you receive bids for work does any 
one look into the matter to see if the bids are 
bona fide?’’ 

‘*‘No member of the committee does. You 
see, we havetotrust each other in matters 
pertaining to our respective districts. ’’ 

‘*‘How ao you know the bids come from 
separate parties or that some three parties 
who have been selected forthe purpose have 
agreed to put in inflated bids?’’ 

‘*Wedonotknow. Mr. Singleton is sup- 
posed to loox into that.’’ 

**Do you do this?’’ Mr. Stngleton was asked. 

**Of course lTuon’t. What reason have lI to 
suspect that bogus bids are being sent in 
here. We have toaccept themas genuine.’’ 

**How does your comunittee Know that a 
fair estimate of the cost of repairs ordered 
have been maie?’’ Mr. Blair was asked. 

‘*The member of the committee who has 
the work in charge telis us what he thinks it 
ought to cost and we take his statement, AS 
I said we donot meddle with each other’s 
districts.’’ 

‘*Is this true also of the work ordered in 
June when all extensive repairs are to be 
made?’’ 

‘*Yes; itis virtually thesame. Each mem- 
ber submits a listofrepairsitor his district, 
and the whole committee approve or disap- 
prove of it.’’ 

**Did your committee ever order any work 
to cost more than $1,000 without advertising 
for bids?’’ 

**Not to my knowledge.’’ 

NO BIDS ASKED, 

Here Mr, Singleton informed Mr. Blair that 
during his absence from the city the com.- 
mittee had ordered some furnaces from a 
Bloomington concern which had cost several 
thousand dollars, andno bids had been taken 
on them, as the members preferred that par- 
ticular furcmace. 

Mr. Blair here excused himself and left. 

Mr. Singleton was asked regamling his 
statement to the Examining Committee in 
October last, when, itis alleged, he stated 
that allithe schools were in such excellent 
repair that not more than $1,000 per month 
would be necessary to Keep them in repair 
for the balance ofthe year,

Night Watchman Murphy Left His Beat

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The English Boxer Gets Two Months 
in Jail, 


HIS UNPROVOKED ASSAULT ON AN OLD 
MAN THE CAUSE. 


Mike Mooney Flooded With Challenges— 
Corbett Will Run an Athletic Club—Dis- 
integration in the Board of Control— 
The Baseball Magnates Show Their 
Hand—General Sporting News. 


Lonpon, Oct. 7.—Oharley Mitchell, the 
pugilist, was brought up on remandin the 
Bow Street Police Court to-day toanswer to 
the charge of committing an unprovoked as- 
sault upon George Salvage, the aged keeper 
of a lodging house in the Strand. 

The evidence showed that Mitchell, who 
was standingin front of the lodging house 
with several men and women, assaulted 
Saivage asthe latter emerged Irom the lodg- 
ing houseand felled him to the ground witha 
powerful blow. There was no reason what- 
ever for the assault. 

The magistrate before whom the case was 
heard told Mitchell that the class he be- 
longed to was worthless anda menace to 
society,and sentenced him to two months im- 
prisonment at hard labor. 


When Mitchell vas first arraigned on 
pho menanes a it transpired that he had en- 
deavored tosquare matters with his victim 
by giving him ten pounds, which Salvage 
acceptea. The magistrate then remarked 
that this was a most improper 
amie adjourned the case 

ntil to-day to allow of 
Stele being made into the case. In court 
to-day Mitche!l’s counsel endeavored to ex- 
cuse the action of bis client. He saiu that 
when he heard of the attempt to settle the 
case by paying a compensation he told Mitch- 
ell that it was a very improper thing to do. 

In sentencing Mitchell the magistrate said 
he would not give him the o option of payinga 
fine, whicb his friends would pay, and which 
the prisoner would treat with contempt. 

Mitchell left the dock protesting that wit- 
nesses had not been cniled In his behalf, add- 
ing: ‘‘Do you call this justice?’’ 

The «enagistrate sternly saidto the court 
officer, ‘‘Remove that man.’’ 

Later Mitcbell’s counsel appealed from the 
sentence of two months’ imprisonment im- 
posed on his client. Ball was accepted pend- 
ing a decision. 

On technical grounds, however, the magis- 
trate refused tuallow the admission to Dall 
to gointo effect before to-morrow. Mean- 
time Mitchel! will be Kept in jail.

\NAGEMENT ARRANGING A SPLENDID 
_ PROGRAMME FOR TO-MORROW. 


Another Prize to Be Put Up for Saddle 
Horses in Order to Bring Together 
Again the Splendid Field of Animals 
at the Grounds—Trotting Races and 
Other Interesting Features 


The enormous attendance at the Fair yes- 
terday makes the crowd at the grounds to- 
day seem small by comparison. Still there 1s 
avery large gathering for a Friday. The 
forenoon attendance was mainly visitors 
from the country and they madethe utmost 
of the opportunity for leisurely sight- 
seeing which the absence of an el- 
bowing mass afforded. Towards noon 
the city people began loading the cars for 
this popular resort, and the management 
feltevery assurance thatthe clear and cool 
weather would fillup the grounds by the 
time the afternoon sports were reached. 

The Secretary’s office is the center of great 
activity. The awards have nearly all been 
mace, and now comes the work of paying 
the exhibitors—many of whom desire to get 
their goods or stock away as soon as the rules 
About 1,500 checks will be re- 
quired to cash the premiums, and the Secre- 
tary’s office force is working literally *‘night 
and day’’ to get through on time. 

The Farm Machinery Department. repre- 
sents a pretty sight. Everything is in mo- 
tion, especially tthe windmills, whose sails 
have moved rather languidly in the calm that 
has prevailed. Now they rotate 
briskly, and thelr applied power shows how 
water may be pumped or corn may be ground. 
The farmers were deeply interested in the 
various inventions showing the application 
ofsteamto the work of ‘the agricuiturist. 
Their wives were no less so. It was inter- 
esting to see the farm + wives 
around among the i stock, hearing 
thetaik about pedigrees, and breeds, and 
strains, and evidently understanding it all. 


A neglected Quarter of the exhibitionis a 
section adjoining the stock shed, where the 


| men in charge of the animals have had their 


quarters. Arude tent is pitched and the 
men live there ina very inartistic and un- 
conventional way. Straw serves for a bed, 
and a single Dlanket serves for covering, for 
disrobing is unnecessary. <A gasoline stove 
suffices for cooking, and boiled potatoes and 
some canned stuff makes the bill of fare; and 
coffee is made in one of the emptied cans. 
Laundering is confined to washing a 
Shirt in a pall of water, and spreading it out 
ona board inthe sunto dry. The boys wear 
shirts more or less neglige. They insist that 
this style of life ts fattening,and averred that 
they would not exchange it for the best that 
the finest down-town hotel could furnish. 

Poultry Hall was one of te most popular 
resorts. The stock isin good condition and 
the building rings with thedeflant challenges 
of the roosters. There ts material for several 
first-class ‘‘chicken disputes,’’ and regrets 
were rife that a match could not be made be- 
tween some of these zamey strains. 

In the arena this forenoon horses of all 
work and buggy horses came up for review, 
An excellent line of stock was offered, and in 
some cases the judges found a decision 
rather difficult.

A feature of Thursday was the splendid ex- 
hibition.of saddle horses which wasas finea 
display of that class as ever appeared in the 
ring, either as to numbers or ior style jand 
beauty, and the committee had considerable 
difficulty in making the awards.

and announced the fact publiciy 
at ll o’clock, stating at the time § that 
Speedy had been suffering witha bad cold 
and was inno condition to make the dive. 
Speedy himself objected to his manager’s 
pian and finally concluded to gratify the 


crowd and dive anyway, notwithstanding | 


McDonald’s objections. He was not long 
getting ready aiter coming to this conclusion 
and at 11:30 he went to the extreme top of 
the derrick on the east side of the boat and 
in the presence Of every one without a mo- 
ment’s hesitation, Jumped. He turned one 
or two somersaults inthe air, but straight- 
ened out as he reached the water, which he 
entered head foremost, protected by his out- 
stretched arms. To the surprise of almost 
every one he came to the surface of the river 
almost immediately and after floating down 
to the stern end of the boat, climbed up to 
the deck onthe wheel. After another short 
swim for exercise, he retired amid the cheers 
of the crowd. The derrick, according to 
Speedy’s manager, \:cDonald, stands sixty- 
five feet above the deck and the dis- 
tance from the latter point to the 
water is nine or ten feet. So that 
the distance irom the top to the water is 
about seventy-five feet. ‘The river where 
Speedy dropped in ts fifteen feet deep. Ac- 
companied by his manager, McDonald, 
Speedy leftfor New Orleans on the Tulane 
this arternoon. Whileon the way down to 
the Crescent City, he will make an exhibition 
dive from the same derrick at Memphis. 
After a three weeks’ engagement at New 
Orieans, Speedy will make a tour of the 
South winding up at Cuba.

IRON ORE TRADE. 


Present Stocks and Shipments Compared 
With Last Year. 


CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 7.—The Iron Trade Re- 
view says of the iron and ore business this 
week. Ore shipments are so well advanced 
this season that, with an estimated shipment 
from the mines of about 8,000,000 toms this 
year, or 1,000,000 tons more than in 1891, there 
will be more than 600,000 tons less to come 
down after Oct. l this year than were taken 


from upper lake docks in October and No 
vember, 1891. Upto Oct. 1 shipments from- 
the mines were 5,066,860 gross tons 
last year. Forthisyear, exact figures for 
the season from all ports but Escanaba, and 
estimated figures for that port, upto Oct. 1, 
with close estimates for August and Septem- 
ber, make the shipments to Oct, l about 6,- 
650,000 long tons. Wild charters will be 
less plentiful from this time out than was the 
case last year. Outside of the heavy advance 
purchases made last winter, the furnace- 
men have played a waiting game the season 
through. ‘he concessions from last year’s 
prices, that have been a matter of record in 
the ore market all through the season, have 
led furnacemen to dO msreor less of the 
hand-to-mouth bays, of which they in 
turn have such aptful experience in their 
own trade, so there is unquestionably a 
goodly bulk of org buying ahead, much more 
than is usual in the Jast quarter of the year.
